WAHHAB SAYS 1645 NOT RPT NOT BEST TIME FOR SECRETARY TO ARRIVE, 
BECAUSE EVENING PRAYERS FALL AT 1912 HOURS. AFTER EVENING 
PRAYERS, KING'S SCHEDULE TAKEN UP IN DINNER AND FURTHER DE- 
VOTIONS. KING THEREFORE COULD NOT RPT NOT MEET WITH SECRETARY 
UNTIL 1930 HOURS NOVEMBER 6. IF THIS TIME WERE AGREEABLE TO 
SECRETARY, HOWEVER, DIWAN SAYS AUDIENCE COULD LAST AS LONG 
AS SECRETARY WISHED. 

2. DIWAN ALSO PROPOSES FOR SECRETARY'S CONSIDERATION ALTER-
